SAN BERNARDINO, Mar. 22. 
—That the millions of butter­ 
flies which Saturday were still 
on their flight over San Bernar­ 
dino Valley will not cause dam­ 
age to orchards was the opin­ 
ion Saturday of J. P. Coy, coun­ 
ty horticultural 
commissioner, 
who pronounced the butterfly the 
Pyrameis Cardui, or thistle but­ 
terfly, a species of the “ Painted 
I-Ady. 
The flight may continue for 
days, said Coy, and 
may 
com­ 
pare with the migration of 1901 
when the flight lasted for eleven 
days. 
In that year 
the 
butter­ 
flies came from Lower Califor­ 
nia and continued north until 
they reached Canada, said Coy. 
The butterflies were traced on 
their course. 
The butterflies Saturday were 
still flying northwest. It was the 
second day of the flight. 
“They are not the forefather 
of the army worm or tile codlin 
moth, nor the 'orange dog’ that 
is reported to 
devour 
orange 
trees,’’ said Coy to allay fear of 
orchardists that the butterflies 
might become a pest. 
“The but­ 
terfly 
of 
this 
species 
feeds 
principally upon wild non-eco- 
nomic plants but occasionally at­ 
tacks garden plants, especially 
beans. 
They may be controlled 
by poison sprays. 
This particu­ 
lar butterfly has a habit of mi­ 
grating and when they start out 
travel in great numbers.’’ 
The forthest west the butter­ 
flies were reported was Fontana. 
They were flying over Riverside 
Friday and Saturday. 
Experi­ 
mental station experts at Riv­ 
erside 
pronounced 
them 
the 
Pyrameis Cardui.

This week, March 22 to March 27, has been set 
aside by the D epartm ent of Justice as “ save money 
on m eat w eek.” 
During this week the public is requested to buy 
the cheaper cuts of m eat, refraining from tend­ 
erloins and high-priced roasts and chops. 
Chuck 
roasts, stewing m eats and those portions of the an­ 
imal, especially suited for soup making are to be 
bought. 
While the cam paign is on the departm ent 
will hold prices level, preventing any profiteering in 
these lower priced cuts. 
One of the reasons always advanced by the 
m eat sellers for the high cost of meats is that the 
public will not buy the cheaper cuts. 
They are prac­ 
tically waste on the dealer’s hands, and in order to 
cover that loss he is forced to charge more for the 
m eat he can sell. 
Also, the greatly increased d e­ 
mand for the better grades of m eat leads to a natural 
decrease of the supply, with the following unavoid­ 
able raise in price. 
The public should join heartily in this experi­ 
ment. 
Even those happily plutocratic people who 
can afford the higher prices should realize that a na­ 
tional w rong is to be righted if possible, and should 
confine themselves to the purchase of those cuts of 
m eat recom m ended during the campaign.
